Keep It Green 

The maintenance crew continued to clean the streets, sidewalks, tree wells and removed weeds 
from the area. Additionally, in first six months of the year (122 actual working days) the crew 
painted out, scrubbed off or removed 128 pieces of graffiti. The graffiti consisted paint, stickers 
and other objects to mark the area. The graffiti was removed from walls, sidewalks, widows 
and pole through the PBID. 

Both the new and old sweepers were wrapped in yellow vinyl and received new Gateway 
to LA signage. 

Shredding events in May at the office buildings were very successful due to more promotion 
from the Office Management. 921 boxes shred from 3 locations. 

Greening of L.A. - Hilton LAX received its Green Seal Certification - Bronze level. Los 
Angeles Tourism issued a press release announcing the certification and recognizing the 
accomplishment of having 5 hotels / 4000 rooms with the Green Seal Certification. 

In less than three years, the Gateway to L.A. business district now boasts five major hotels, 
including the Hilton LAX, who have followed the Radisson ’s lead by undergoing the rigorous 
process of becoming Green Seal certified properties. The portfolio of properties includes 
Sheraton Gateway Hotel, Westin Los Angeles Airport Hotel, and Crowne Plaza LAX. 
Accumulatively these hotels have a total inventory of nearly 4,000 guestrooms and represent 
the majority of citywide hotels who participate in the Los Angeles Green Lodging Program, an 
extension of the Los Angeles Green Business Program, with a focus for hotels, motels and inns.

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6. LAWA / ULI-TAP Study Review 

Lisa Trifiletti, LAX Northside Project Manager, informed directors of new projects that 
LAWA is undertaking to consider possible economic development opportunities in the 
business communities adjacent to LAX including cooperation with the Metro Light Rail 
project, increased cooperation with the BID on maintenance and landscaping of 
Century Blvd., bill board signage, etc. 

Doug Gardner, consultant, has contracted with LAWA to review the recommendations 
by the ULI-TAP Study and meet with stakeholders to discuss the recommendations 
and improvements for the Gateway to L.A. BID. 

7. LAWA Update 

Barbara Yamamoto reported on the Tom Bradley Terminal upgrades, the mid-field 
terminal construction progress, and the landing of the Space Shuttle Endeavour in 
September.
